IT WAS GOOD the other 
day to see Dr. Max Lerner af 
the New York Post, forget his 
sex and psychology fog a few

while protesting, Dr, Lerner, like 
so many other liberals who 
support the Trunian Adminis- 
tration, sought to separate the 
crimes committed against the 
Negroes from the federal, state 
and local governments which 
sometimes sponsor, at other 
times inspire, and most always 
condone them. 

Dr. Lerner accepts the fact 
that already three Negroes have 
been killed—two of them . by 
law enforcement officers in con- 
nection with the Groveland 
“Little Scottsboro” case during 
the last two years.
